About Sheep. 


At the New York State Breeders' As- 


sociation meeting Mr. Mortimer Lever- 
ing, in response to an inquiry in re- 
gard to the form of the mutton sheep, 
said he believed that there is a ten- 
dency to sacrifice the milking quali- 
ties of the sheep for the sake of an 
extreme mutton type. A ewe built ac- 
cording to the highest standard of 
mutton type cannot be a good mother 
because she has not a good ndder, and 
cannot have it with the conformation 
demanded by the showing standard. 
She has no room for it The associa- 
tions are to blame for this, because 
they prescribe the type of sheep which 
shall be considered perfection. 


A question in regard to the produo 


tion .of twins brought forth some in- 
teresting facts. One Shropshire breed- 
er last year reported 39 lambs from 
17 ewes. The production of twins is 
largely a'matter of heredity, and there 
is not so much trouble to get the twins 
as to avoid getting triplets and quar- 
tets. Several questions were" asked in 
regard to feeding beans to sheep. The 
general experience was that beans are 
excellent feed if fed in moderation and 
in combination 
with 
other 
feeds.

Bean fodder 
has a. nutritive ratio of 1 to, 4, and 
elorer hay of 1 to 5, which combina- 
tion makes too narrow a ration for 
the sheep, which needg 1 to 5& or 6. 
Beans have a ratio of 1 to 2J4 or 3, 
and if fed in connection with clover 
bay or bean fodder will also make too 
narrow a ration for sheep. Balance the 
beans, which contains a large percent- 
age of protein, with cornfodder, mixed 
hay or other carbonaceous foods. 


Pending HotfH. 


Several persons asfc how much we 


feed the horses. They each get about 
25 pounds of sweet-corn stalks per day- 
There are some small nubbins on - the 
stalks. In addition, the horsea'are fed 
about six pounds af bran and half a 
pound of oii-meal per day, says a con- 
tributor to Rural New Yorker. Bran 
is such coarse, light stuff, that it is 
hard to estimate it by the pound. The 
horses are not at hard work this win- 
ter, but they look well- At ordinary 
prices for bran and oil 
meal, this 


makes a cheap winter ration. In our 
experience, sweet-corn stalks are much 
better for horse feeding than the stalks 
of fi«W corn. I think they are a trifle 
less constipating. 
Of course, this ra- 


tion is not advised for general use. 
It would not do for smart driving 
horses or for heavy working teams. 
We do not attempt to produce on the 
farm any of the hay and grain needed 
for feeding tbe stock. We use bran 
and oil'meal because they make the 
cheapest balance to go with ihe sweet- 
corn stalks. I do not believe that it 
pays the Small farmer in northern New 
Jersey to attempt to grow grain for his 
stock. I think we can produce more 
profitable crops, aud thus do better to 
liny the cheaper corn and bran from 
the west. It is fair to say, however, 
that most of our practical farmers do 
not believe this—at least, they do not 
care to go on this theory. 


Some Hag Feed*. 


Experiments not completed, begun in% 


October, 1S9S, indicated that where 
pigs can conveniently be allowed to 
harvest crops of peanuts, sweet pota- 
toes, or cow peas, being fed corn at the 
same time, these crops much help in 
economical use of corn. If fenced lots 
arc available for the purpose, it is be- 
lieved the saving of cost of, gathering 
the crops make this desirable method 
of feeding. 
Somewhat limited trials 


in feeding "stock melons" show them 
to be much liked, especially by hogs. 
Having a fair feeding value, being well 
suited to servo as a corrective of the 
bad effects ot exclusive grain feeding 
to hogs, their large yield and the read- 
iness with which they can be harvested 
make it probable that they may wisely 
be substituted for root crops in Okla- 
homa, in part at least.—Bulletin Okla- 
homa Experiment Station.

He must come from 
pood parents, and the farther back the 
continuous lines of excellent progeni- 
tors stretch, the stronger the prob- 
ability of.securing good results by his 
use.

policy. 
Occasionally fresh blood re- 


calling dormant p-i^ers Into activity 
m«y cause n reversion of the merits of 
remote ancestry, but this ia R rare ex- 
ception; so much that in any attempt 
of breeding, fcwide up or iieprove, it 
should not be considered.

those little losses to society are noth- 
ing at.all compared to what it costs 
to keep these people employed in this 
way. The real loss is one which you 
can perfectly well avo'id, and it seems 
the strangest thing in the world to me 
that we are so patient under this in- 
fliction. You read now and then that 
such a person has been long watched, 
but he is not apprehended. The re- 
porters make a good deal out of it, and 
the papers are full of interesting ac- 
coucts of such distinguished burglars 
and sneal; thieves. The story is sensa- 
tional, but the ir.aji ha* been before the 
public perhaps thirty or forty years, 
and is perfectly well known, yet he is 
not apprehended. If one is apprehend- 
ed, you know what happens then. He 


is arrested, and, if he can;flnd a 
that has never formed or expressed an 
opinion, and is incapable of doing eith- 
er, he may be tried. The man is de- 
fended by able 
counsel. 
AH the 


safeguards of law are thrown about 
him. If he is convicted under the gen- 
eral laws he is sentenced, for a certain 
term in the penitentiary, where he is 
now, under our humane system, very 
nicely taken care of, and after he has 
served three or. four years or six years 
he gets his release and goes out and 
goes into his business again, -and we 
go through the same rounds, paying 
the bills all the while. You know per- 
fectly well that we could better .afford 
to take all these people, who are, as 1 
say, limited in number.and board them 
for life at the Dcnison hotel at $5 a 
day. and make money at it.

The American sausage .has captured It. : Here- 
tofore- the- "Rock Scorpions" have been ea¥njit 
Italian sausages. 
Now the Yankee sausage 


has taken the fortress' and the town. There 
was a struggle at first, but the Tankee sau- 
sagres won. 


Consul Sprague writes, from GibraJtar that 
there were recently imported from New York 
sixty-nine packages of provisions..-among- them 
about forty-one 
hundredweights 
of smoked 
sausages. After selling the Bausafres to several 
grocers in this market, and while a small 
quantity was being offered at retail at tlie 
auction mart by one of the buyers, the sani- 
tary inspectors, with the approval of the zned- 
ica.! officer, condemned the goods as unmer- 
chantable - and immediately after Ihe others 
who had caught the remainder of the lot 
were required to forward to the sanitary board 
samples r>f the sausages in ihelr possession, 
'that they might be examined. 


So convinced was th' Importer that the sau- 
sages in question were in a sound and msr- 
chantabie condition tbat he called m»n the 
consul in the hope that he might do som?- 
thing in his favor since the passages wera 
bona fide- American meat products. 


Mr. Spragrue says: "I called at the ofHce of 


the sanitary commissioner, and as the sau- 
saff^s,' after examination, sesmed to me to ba 
in a sound condition, I i-ointed out' the itn- 
i~l'!iic(i._jf a careful and Impartial Inspection 
before any other decided steps be taken In the 
mattsr. 
Soon after my departure a fi»mal 
«ur\-;y took place in which duty a Justice vt 
the peac?. an old establiaheci English merchant, 
took part, and the result ended in favor of the 
Importer, who was nt once relieved from any 
further trouble ar.tl responsibility in the mat- 
ter." 


Tills is ths first time that American smoked 
sausases have been introduced Into this mar- 
ket for sale, and their appearance caused soma 
curiosity among the usual dealers in ItaUin 
sausage, owing to their cheapness. They sell 
at not more than threj-fourths the price ot the 
Italian article. 
The Italian sausage is not 


smoked, and is therefore more palatable, al- 
though th2re is greater danger of Us deteri- 
orating in this climate.

A Salt Roofed Lake. 


A most wonderful body of water is 


one of the saltest of salt lakes, sit- 
uated near Obdorsk, in Siberia. The 
lake is nine miles wide and seventeen 
long, and, within the memory of man, 
was entirely roofed over by the salt 
deposit. Originally; evaporation play- 
ed the most prominent part in coat- 
ing the lake bver with salt, but 
at 


the present time the salt springs -wnich 
surround it are adding fast to the 
thickness of the crust 
In ages gone 


by rapid evaporation 
of the 
lake's 


water left great salt crystals floating 
on the surface. In course of time these 
caked together. Thus in the end the 
waters were entirely covered. In 187S 
the lake found an" under-ground outlet 
into the river Obi, which lowered its> 
surface about three feet The salt crust 
was so thick, however, that it retained 
its old level, and now presents the 
curious spectacle of a salt-roofed lake. 
The salt coat increases six inches in 
thickness every year. The many isl- 
ands with which the lake is studded 
are said to act as braces and to help 
keep the arched salt-cn.st in position.

CHEATED OUT OF THEIR LANDS 


Indian CoutnUilon Gain* It* Point by 


Shameful Tactics. 


I was present at a reservation in the 


Indian territory when a commission 
was negotiating with the Indians to 
induce them to take their .auds in 
severally and to sell the surplus. The 
commissioners made no Sfs;ret of the 
fact that the administration bad-urged • 
them to carry through the sale, be- 
cause at the next election they wished 
to go before the people with the state- 
ment that they had thrown open to 
settlement by the public a certain num- 
ber of acres ot Indian reservations, 
This statement would influence many 
votes in the West; it -would be a good 
political cry.\ 


The negotiations began, and by per- 


suasion, promises and _at last by 
threats, about one-third of the Indians 
were induced to sign the agreement 
After that signatures came in very 
slowly. The commissioners hired their 
interpreters to assist them to obtain 
signers 
The attorneys, who claimed 


that they had been retained by the In- 
dians to -defend their rights, worked 
hard to induce the people to sign. 
These attorneys were working on a 
.contingent fee—"the usual 10 per cent 
for collection"—and of course would 
receive nothing unless the treaty went 
through and the sale was made. 


Indians who were corrupt were hired,! 


I was told, to vote more than once, 
signing first the name at which they 
went at the time, then the name which 
they had borne earlier in life, and 
later perhaps some still earlier name. 
The names of absent schoolboys were 
added to the list on the mere state- 
ment by some Indian that they were 
in favor of the sale. So, by cajoling, 
promising, bribing, browbeating, bully- 
ing and using illegal votes the sale, 
which was bitterly opposed by one- 
half the tribe, was at last 
carried 


through by a bare majority.—Ex.

| The Breath in Singing. 


At home music is a friend, abroad, 


an introduction; in solitude, a solace; 
In society, an ornament." 


The beht and truest means of culture 


is singing. Yet, how can we sing 
if 
we cannot control 
the breath. 


Perfect control of breathing is abso- 
lute mastery of the voice, says Mrs. 
Ella M. Lamberson in an article con- 
tributed by her to the "Housekeeper. 
The artistic control of breath seems 
Fimple enough after one has learned 
it- but oh! how difficult of explanation 


'•Hie breath is the voice. The air 


that you draw into the lungs you 
again ~»xpel slowly. As it passes be- 
tween the vocal cords it is set in vi 
bration and by that is changed from 
inaudible brtnth to tone. That is th 
voice. Of course, without the voca 
cords tho breath rould not be set in 
vibration. It is the union of the tw 
that makes the voice, and as the voca 
cords He passive in our larynx, al 
most beyond our control, while th' 
breath Is onr active agent and entire- 
ly within our control, 
for practical 


purposes the breath is tha more im- 
portant of the two. So says Karleton 
F.r^kett. whoso -word ^ pre-eminent 
on the subject of voice culture. 


Most of us have no conception of 


how we made the tone, but we can 
make one whenever wo choose, and 
the'tbroat acts like a machine. That 
Is. if we desire to make a tone on a 
certain pitch, we fill our lungs, and 
by an unconscious adjustment of mind,

"That deep breathing 
is nature's 


breathing, there are hundreds 
of 


proofs. This simple one you may try 
for yourself any time: Take a smart 
run of a block or two till you are 
quite 'out of breath.' and it is no Ques- 
tion of any special method of breath- 
ing, but of supplying the lungs with 
air as fast as you can. Notice how 
deeply you breathe, even while pant- 
ing; how the greatest expansion of the 
back at each breath is jnst where the 
ribs part in front, at 'the pit of the 
stomach," as we say. That is 'abdom- 
inal breathing,' nature's breathing, 
good enough for singers' breathing. 


"To breathe properly is only half 


the battle. You must be able to con- 
trol the breath when once you have 
taken it, so that it shall not come 
rushing out too fast, crowd up 
the 


larynx, and make the voice thick and 
the throat tired. Practice drawing in 
a full deep breath, and then hold it 
while you count ten slowly, all the 


Ime keeping the throat, mouth and 
ose wide open, and controlling it en- 
irely by the muscles of the body and 
iaphram. 
That strengthens those 


muscles that most control the breath 
n singing. 


"All legato singing depends abso- 


utely on the sustaining power of the 
breath. If those muscles, are weak aud 
give way, the tone goes to pieces al- 
ogether, or you begin to grip it with 
.he throat—then good-bye to every- 
thing that means beautiful singing. So 
teep your mind on your breathing and 
ay one fact down deep in your fceart, 
that correct breathing is one of the 
free gifts to whoever -will breathe just 
as nature and instinct tell him, and 
save methods alone." 


Perfect breath-control means that 


your voice will be absolutely 
even 


ihroughout every register, and that 
you will be able to sing from your 
lowest to your highest note, up and 
down, note upon note, until the trip 
has been made, twice at least, without 
a jerk, a jog. or a slip, and without 
change in color or intensity, down to 
the very last tone, which must' be 
clear, true, solid as the first—and all 
with one inhalation. Breath is tone. 
Tone is breath. The one coming first 
depends on the way we look at it. The 
study of breathing is all there is of 
singing, and tha study of tone ia all 
there is of breathing.

modern rapid transit facilities are 
verr much needed in the island 
Doii 


Ibo" Bosch, in 1388, secured a fran- 
chise from the Spanish Government 
to build and operate a railroad which 
was to encircle the island. The cor- 
poration was to be kuown as tbe Com- 
pauia da las Ferrocarriles de Porto 
Rico. The road was to be finished in 
six years, and the government guar- 
anteed eight per cent, to the corpora- 
tion on the capital invested, not to 
exceed 810,000,000. 
This road was 


promptly begun at three points. 
At 


the end of fonr years, or in 1S92, a 
single-track uarrow-guage road had 
been laid northward and eastward 
from San Jnau to Carolina, by way of 
Ric Piedraa, sixteen miles in all, and 
the grading had been partially com- 
pleted to Kio Grande, ten miles far- 
ther, while from San Jnan westward 
it was completed for forty-eight miles 
to the town of Camny. 
At Asuadilla 


it ran southward to Anasco to Maya- 
guer, a distance of twenty-two miles. 
From Ponce on the southern coast it 
was built to Yauco, some twenty-four 
miles trestward, making a total mile- 
»ge o£ one hundred and ten of the two 
hundred and eighty-three contracted 
for. 


The equipment of these fragments 


of badly laid road would disgrace a' 
logging or mining region in our 
Northwest, so mean and primitive are 
the cars, and so badly treated are the 
engines. It is not essential to discuss 
the defective methods existing in rail- 
roading in Porto Bico—beyond stating 
that the service consists of one mixed 
train of two cars each way in twenty- 
tour hours, and that the average 
speed is ten miles an hour—as it is 
rather intended to point out future 
needs. 
The corporation before re- 


ferred to did not complete the road, 
and made no attempt to do so within 
the stipulated time, so the Spanish 
Government revoked the franchise. 


There are no other railroads on the 


island, except a tramway from San 
•Juan to Kio Piedras, •which parallels 
the other road that far; the equip- 
ment of this line is bad, but the ser- 
vice is comparatively good, as trains 
are rnn each way, on schedule time, 
an hour apart. 


There should "be a great future in 


the island for lighter tramway sys- 
tems, suoh as trolley lines with trains 
of two or three cars, capable of mak- 
ing twenty miles an hour. 
It is not 


believed by the writer that in this 
small area there is, or ever will be, 
sufficient commercial inducement to 
warrant the construction of heavier 
road-beds, equipped with large en- 
glue? and standard rolling stock. 
The distributing point for both im- 
ports and exports will lie around tjje 
periphery of the island, at the best 
water-fronts, and the railroad hand- 
ling will always consist cf very short 
hauls.

Th« I'nibrrlU Plant. 


This plant, or grass, is very easily 


grown. To start one, tcke a stem and 
cut the blades off until only about an 
inch long, then put it head down in a 
Dottle of water and let it stand until j 
small shoots and roots are started.

It is then ready 
to put in dirt, says an exchange. The 
pot should be placed in a saucer, which 
should always be filled with water, as 
this plant is much like swamp grass— 
requiring lots of water.

The 
stems are small when the plants are 
young, and as they grow'older larger 
stalks appear. They grow about two 
feet high.
